REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a dispersion shifted optical fiber wherein 1 .8 is less than or equal to A2x(r2/r1 )x(r2/r1 ) 
which is less than or equal to 3.5 in combination with the rest of claim 1 for the reasons 
argued by the Applicant in the Remarks of the Amendment filed on 11/10/03. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a dispersion shifted optical fiber wherein the effective core area is 95 to 130 square 
micrometers in combination with the rest of claim 6 for the reasons argued by the 
Applicant in the Remarks of the Amendment filed on 1 1/10/03. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a dispersion shifted optical fiber wherein if A1 is a relative refractive index difference 
(RRID) of the central core when the refractive index (Rl) of the cladding is taken as a 
reference, and A2 is a RRID of the peripheral core portion when the Rl of the cladding is 
taken as the reference, and r1 is a radius of the central core portion and r2 is a radius of 
the peripheral core portion, then A1 is -0.3 to +0.3%, A2 is 0.8% or more, and r2/r1 is 
1 .4 to 2.5 in combination with the rest of claim 10 for the reasons argued by the 
Applicant in the Remarks of the Amendment filed on 11/10/03. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a dispersion shifted optical fiber (DSOF) wherein the core comprises a central core 
portion and a peripheral core portion, and in a used wavelength band from 1490 to 1625 
nm, the DSOF has an effective core area of 45 to 70 square micrometers, a chromatic

dispersion of -6 to +6 ps/km/nm, a dispersion slope of 0.05 to 0.08 ps/km/nm/nm or 
less, a bending loss of 100 dB/m or less, and a cutoff wavelength that provides 
essentially single mode propagation, wherein Alis 0% in combination with the rest of 
claim 12 for the reasons argued by the Applicant in the Remarks of the Amendment 
filed on 11/10/03. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a dispersion shifted optical fiber (DSOF) wherein the dispersion shifted optical fiber has 
an effective core area of 50 to 75 square micrometers, an a dispersion slope of 0.03 to 
0.06 ps/km/nm/nm in combination with the rest of claim 22 for the reasons argued by 
the Applicant in the Remarks of the Amendment filed on 1 1/10/03. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a dispersion shifted optical fiber (DSOF) wherein the chromatic dispersion value is a 
positive value and the parameters as stated in the final 3 lines of claim 25 in 
combination with the rest of claim 25 for the reasons argued by the Applicant in the 
Remarks of the Amendment filed on 1 1/10/03. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a dispersion shifted optical fiber (DSOF) wherein the chromatic dispersion value is a 
positive value and the parameters as stated in the final 3 lines of claim 26 in 
combination with the rest of claim 26 for the reasons argued by the Applicant in the 
Remarks of the Amendment filed on 1 1/10/03. 
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The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a dispersion shifted optical fiber (DSOF) wherein the chromatic dispersion value is a 
positive value and the parameters as stated in the final 3 lines of claim 27 in 
combination with the rest of claim 27 for the reasons argued by the Applicant in the 
Remarks of the Amendment filed on 1 1/10/03.
